wh<  r*>.  A  motion  t*»  strikeout  “therein  and 
uot  elsewhere,”  which  changes  the  present 
mode,  was  debuted  at  length  an^lost,  The 
tw<>  mill  tax  is  raised  on  the  valuables,  and 
hence  when  distributed  some  of  the  counties 
got  more  than  they  raise.  It  was  contended 
that  this  principle  was  injust  and  that  each 
county  should  have  all  tin*  money  it  raised. 

The  pay  of  the  memWrs  of  the  Legisla¬ 
ture  was  settled  at  per  annum,  and  $25 
f.»r  postage,  stationery,  and  incidentals. 
The  Legislature  is  uot  to  pass  private  or 
special  laws  in  any  of  the  following  enumo- 
r .iie«t  eases.  wlb^ring,  and 

tnMii  |>n,i«,-,L  ,,!•  luuUwaya;  vacating  roads, 
regulate  the  internal  affairs  of  towns  u.iu 
counties  ;  appointing  local  officers  or  cmn- 
missi.uiers  to  regulate  municipal  affairs  ; 
selecting  jurors  ;  regulating  the  interest  on 
money  ;  creating  or  increasing  the  allowance 
to  public  officers  during  their  term  of  of¬ 
fice  ;  changing  the  law.of  descent ;  granting 
to, any  corporation,  association  or  individual, 
any  exclusive  privilege,  immunity,  or  fran¬ 
chise*  wliatover.  General  laws  shall  be 
passed  to  meet  all  these  cases.  Considera¬ 
ble  debate  took  place  hi  regard  to  the  inode 
of  selecting  jurors.  The  prevailing  senti¬ 
ment  was  that  the  matter  should  bo  taken 
fvm  the  hands  of  the  Sheriff.

The  cool  weather  tinil-  frosts  do  not  seem 
to  have  much  effect  in  staying  the  progress 
t*f  yellow  fever  in  the  south- west.  In  Shreve 
port,  while  the  thickly  settled  or  business 
portion  of  the  city  is  comparatively  exempt 
Iron!  the  ravages  of  the  fever,  the  outskirts 
tire  suffering  to  a  great  extent.  New  cases 
ure  contuiujilly  reported,  and  n  further  ex¬ 
tent  <»f  territory  over  which  it  has  spread  is 
repui ted.  It  covers  a  radius  of  five  miles 
from  the  river,  hardly  exempting  a  family. 
The  one  redeeming  feature  is  that  it  is  not 
so  violent,  and.  where  the  treatment  iH 
proper,  the  preponderance  of  cases  that  re¬ 
cover  aru  much  larger  then  when  the  epi¬ 
demic  tirst  appeared.  In  Momphia,  the 
Hoard  of  Health  have  requested  that  absent 
citizens  should  not  return  until  notified  by 
them.  There  were  on  Monday  24  deaths 
from  the  fever.
